project; the big Morrison countydam;

North, all to be undertaken within 
the next 12 months under the provi­ 
sions of the two river and harbor bills 
passed by the sixtv-first congress. 
Authority has been granted to the

TONNAGE TAX AND 
REAPPORTIONMENT 


Frank 
Eddy 
Writes 
Interestingly 
From the State Capitol Regard­ 
ing Current Affairs 


out Governor Johnson's veto message 
and while they spoke It seemed the 


house w as holding eulogies over the 
late governor rather than debating a 
great taxation measure. 
Governor Johnson was a great gov­ 
ernor, he wrote a strong message on 
the subject of tho tonnage tax upon 
which he had strong views. 
Ile had equally strong views on 
other subjects which 
he 
expressed 
with equal clearness and vigorously, 
notably on reapportionment and wom­ 
an suffrage. 
Yet most of the mem­ 
bers of democratic faith who eulogize 
his views fin the tonnage tax will de­ 
sert his standard when it comes to 
these other matters. 
They only hold 
ghost dances when the ghost dances 
to the tune that they are fiddling. 
The real, vital, fundamental objec­ 
tion to a tonnage tax was never men­ 
tioned by th e opponents of the meas­ 
u r e and that is, it is directly contrary 
to the true theory of taxation, that 
every dollar's worth of property should 
I pay an equal amount of state taxa­ 
tion ii ti ti should never lie resorted to 
except in eases of great emergency as 
in time of war. 
There is little ques­ 
tion in the minds of the well posted 
that the iron mines are escaping a 
considerable portion of their just tax­ 
ation, but surely our high-priced tax 
commission ought to be able to devise 
it method of compelling them to meet 
their just taxation obligations w ith­ 
out violating the elementary principle 
Of taxation. 
The vote on reapportionment iti 
the state senate on Thursday 
last 
developed an astonishing and deplor­ 
able condition of affairs. 
It showed 
that while there were Kberhart sen­ 
ators, 
Gordon 
senators, 
Northern 
Minnesota senators, Southern Minne­ 
sota senators 
and 
Senator 
Weiss, 
there were no republican senators, 
democratic senators or state sena­ 
tors. 
The 
state 
constitution 
was 
treated with contempt, party pledges 
absolutely diregarded and the sta te’s 
interests as a whole, wen* thrown to 
the winds. 
No one would have im­ 
agined listening to the debate on the 
subject th at those 
debating 
were 
state officials discussing a state ques­ 
tion that affected the rights and priv­ 
ileges of every citizen of the state, 
but on the other hand lo must ine- 


to support the Congdon bill, hut when i 
they voted against Senator Sullivan’s J 
resolution to recommit the measure j 
and in view of the fact that they , 
have not made the slightest effort to j 
introduce or pass a reapportionment j 
measure of any kind shows that they 
have not, and do not intend to pay 
the slightest regard to the platform i 
pledge of their party. 
The republican platform pledge on , 
this subject is still more explicit. It ! 
declares: 
“ Believing that each section of the 
state should he fairly represented in 
the law-making bodies, 
we 
pledge 
the republican party to the passage 
of an apportionment measure based 
on population as shown by the cen­ 
sus of I 9 10, to take effect January 
1st, I It 12, that will give each coun­ 
ty the representation it is entitled to 
in both houses.” 
Nearly every senator was a mem­ 
ber of the convention that adopted 
this plank of the state platform with 
an enthusiasm that marked the adop­ 
tion of no other plank. 
As in the 
case of the democratic senators this 
did not bind them to the support of 
the Congdon hill but it does place 
upon every republican senator and 
representative a binding party obli­ 
gation to get together in caucus and 
us<> every endeavor to formulate a 
hill that will meet the requirements 
of the platform pledge. 
Both party conventions made the 
most solemn pledge to provide a re­ 
apportionment law that would fur­ 
nish an equality of representation,! 
baned on population, in both houses 
in accordance with tho terms of the 
constitution. 
If this is not done it is utter folly 
for either party to adopt any platform 
at tin* next convention, for it is use­ 
less to make pledges if no effort is j 
made to keep them. 
lf this is not done then a majority 
of the senate are neither democrats 
or republicans but simply “ independ- , 
cuts” who masquerade under party i 
names to save the expense of getting 
upon the ticket by petition.

tant measures brought before the leg­ 
islature tit is session were killed, ( re­ 
apportion men t and tonnage ta x i, the 
funeral orations pronounced and they 
were laid away in their little graves 
not to he resurrected until 1912, u n ­ 
less the governor should make up his 
mind to call an extra session in a t ­ 
tempt to compel the 
legislators 
to 
keep their pledges. 
Extra sessions are 
not 
popular 
either with tin* members of the legis­ 
lature or with the people. 
At 
tile 
present time the legislators are paid 
by the year and if they were con­ 
vened in extra session they would In* 
compelled to conte at their own ex­ 
pense and pay their own bills while 
here. 
The people are not fond of 
them, for a shadow of apprehension 
, always rests over the state while the 
| legislature is in session, for no one 
c a n tell just what they are going to I 
do. 
The governor would hardly be ! 
! justified in calling an extra session ' 
unless be bad reason to believe th a t j 
a different action would result and I 
jibe vote was so decisive in the senate 
(bat there is little ground for such 
belief. 
Dr. Houge's bill making the steal­ 
ing of chickens a gross misdemeanor 
lias passed tin* house. This will make 
j glad the hearts of chicken raisers, 
especially those who are engaged in 
I the business in a small way in the 
villages and cities. 
For one to raise 
ti 
bu tu b 
of 
thorough-bred 
fowls, 
watching over them and earing for 
them almost like children, and then 
when they have reached tl^,* “ fryer” 
•tag! 
to set* th (>m disappear one, by 
one, fills tin* soul with rage. If these 
chicken raisers were in t he legisla­ 
ture i b ey would have made chicken 
stealing ii capital offense. 
The tonnage tax bill introduced by 
Represt ntat i vc Frankson of Fillmore 
county came up its a special order 
last Thursday and tin* entire after­ 
noon vv as spent in discussion and vote 
upon tilt* same. 
It never had a ghost 
of .a show of passage but even those 
who were opposed to it did not look 
to see if defeated by so overwhelming 
a majority. 
While the bill was well handled tty 
Representative Frankson and J. N. 
Johnson, it fell below Re presell tat ive 
Bjorge s masterly management of the 
same measure two years ago. 
The curious feature of this vote 
was the number 
of members 
that 
voted and spoke for the measure two 
years ago that 
voted 
and 
spoke 
against it this year, lf the men who 
voted for it then had voted the same 
this year, together with 
the 
new 
members that favored it, it 
would 
have carried it by a good majority. 
The attitude of these members re­ 
minds one of the famous' rem ark of 
.lolln Allen made in a 
years ago when he said: 
“ Whenever 
legislation comes up involving great 
financial 
interests, 
some 
member , 
. 
change their minds for good and suf- 
^ 
la n d , n o s a n d . 
ficient reasons— and 
some 
change 
their minds.” 
Those favoring the measure made a 
weak presentation of their case and 
those opposed made a still weaker 
one. 
The democratic members 
trotted 


that they were a body of local repre­ 
sentatives holding a meeting to di­ 
vide up territory among themselves 
with each local representative mov­ 
ing heaven and earth to secure ad­ 
vantage for his own territory utterly 
regardless of how fared tile others. 
The constitution of the state pro- 
I vides: 
“ The rcpresentut ion 
in 
BOTH 
i houses shall be apportioned equally 
throughout the state in proportion to 
Hie population thereof.” 
Section 23, article IV, after provid­ 
ing for a state census in 1865 and 
every tenth year*thereafter, declares: 
At the first 
session 
after 
such 
j enumeration, and also at their first 
session after such enumeration made 
by the authority of tile United States, 
tile legislature shall have power to 
prescribe the bounds of congressional 
and senatorial districts and represen- 
j tat Ives among the several districts 
according to tin* provisions of Section 
2. of t his article.’’ 
No quibbling can make these two 
sections mean anything else than that 
it is the constitutional duty of the 
legislature to make 
a reapportion­ 
ment after each census on a popula­ 
tion basis, and there is an ugly term 
applied to men 
who make solemn 
oath to support the constitution and 
then refuse to obey its mandates. 
Tin* democratic state platform de­ 
ck! red. 
“ We are uncquivirally in favor of 
a reapportionment, in the state legis- I 
latu re with a view to 
makin g 
the 
composition of that body a true re­ 
flection of the distribution 
of 
the 
population.” 
Nearly every democrat senator was 
a member of the 
convention 
that 
adopted that platform. 
Two of the! 
most prominent were members of the 
committee on resolutions that framed 
the platform and all of them there 
voted for the resolution and saw it 
adopted wit bout protest. 
This resolution did not hind them

This 
is in Peru, on the railway from Lima 
to Oroya, spanning a deep and precipi­ 
tous chasm over (JOO feet wide and 
resting on three gigantic piers 
Many 
of tile men employed on the work 
were ex-sailors, wlio.se training ena­ 
bled them to work a t dizzy heights. 
Although the work was necessarily of

character, 
there 
were 
comparatively 
few 
accidents. 
But an epidemic of bubonic plague 
broke out. So the bridge was officially 
christened Puente de his Verrugas, or 
Bridge of Boils, a name which it slid 
retains.
